so mu ch as they fear lo ss o f place 
and po wer back ho me. If they 
knew that they were to co ntinu e 
to gro w in skill, ability, and po wer 
they wo u ld no t 
feel 
so 
badlv 
abo u t the m atter. 
If they knew 
that they wo u ld have o ppo rtu nity 
fo r gro wth in ways that wo u ld im­ 
pro ve their so cial and financial 
statu s after their perio d o f serv­ 
ice was o ver, they wo u ld rejo ice. 
The mo rale o f the gro u p wo u ld be 
higher, there wo u ld be fewer dis­ 
ciplinary cases and fewer patients 
in the infirmary.

The disease caused the jleaths of 
13 persons in the rural areas of 
the Yakima valley this year out of 
61 infected—an increase of nine 
deaths over la st year. 
In the same area, several hun­ 
dred head of horses died of the 
strange disease. 
Vaccine Saves Horses 
Dr. K. F. Meyer of the Hooper 
foundation of San Francisco suc­ 
ceeded in developing a preventive 
vaccine for horses in 19 36 through 
the infection of chick embryos. 
Where the vaccine has been used, 
few horses have died this year, the 
first in which it has been used ex­ 
tensively. 
But no such vaccine has been 
developed to fight the progress of 
the disease among human beings. 
Only the capacity of the victim’s 
blood to produce sufficient anti­ 
bodies to combat the disease has 
been efefctive thus far. 
Two years ago the disease took 
a heavy toll of horses and killed 
several score persons in Montana, 
northern Idaho, and eastern Wash­ 
ington. 
Human epidemics of the disease 
have been reported previous in 
St. Louis and parts of Massachu­ 
setts. 
Human encephilitis appeared in 
the San Joaquin valley of Califor­ 
nia last year. Physicians estimate 
that 
epidemics 
in 
the 
eastern 
sta tes have been from 50 to 60 
per cent fatal while those in the 
west are only 20 to 40 per cent 
fatal. 
In laboratories throughout the 
nation, the public health service 
is working, with the aid of physi­ 
cians, to perfect a vaccine and 
serum. 
The task is made more 
difficult because the disease is 
caused by a virus so tiny that it is 
not visible under the finest micro­ 
scope. 
Field workers found 
that in 
each locality the epidemic year 
had been a heavy mosquito year. 
They set up laboratory tests show­ 
ing the mosquito passed the dis­ 
ease from horse to horse. 
They 
succeeded in determining that the 
“ aedes” group of mosquito was the 
probable carrier. 
The work of the field man now 
is to find the “ reservoirs” of the 


virus. The virus has been found 
to lodge in the brains of birds, 
which is believed to account for 
the disease being carried 
over 
from one year to the next. Pigeons 
and turkeys were found to have 
infected brains.

The right of su ffrage is not a nat­ 
u ral right; it is a priv ilege conferred 
on ind iv id u als who can meet the es­ 
sential cond itions of su ffrage. One of 
the essential cond itions of su ffrage 
is that the v oter cannot accept any 
material reward for v oting a certain 
way . The acceptance of su ch a re­ 
ward is mad e a crime becau se it is a 
gross perv ersion of the su ffrage priv ­ 
ilege and absolu tely d isqu alifies the 
v oter to hold the priv ilege. 
Any one who accepts or seeks spe­ 
cial material aid from the gov ern­ 
ment becomes a d epend ent on the 
gov ernment. The acceptance of spe­ 
cial material aid makes him a ward 
of the gov ernment Su ch acceptance 
d estroy s his equ ality of statu s, his 
ind epend ence, his sov ereignty as a 
citizen and these are the essentials of 
American citizenship. Any citizen 
who accepts special aid from an ad ­ 
ministration and ex pects this special 
aid to continu e is not an ind epend ent 
v oter. He is a d epend ent v oter and 
certainly is not u ninflu enced by 
money or other material aid . The 
limitations of hu man natu re are su ch 
that few, v ery , v ery few, ind iv id u als 
who are poor in this world ’s good s 
can be cou nted on to v ote against 
their own material welfare, howev er 
important the larger issu es in the 
election may be. 
Before 1932 we nev er had the 
problem of d epend ent v oters In a 


national election. No su ch bold , wid e­ 
spread mov ement to perv ert, d e­ 
grad e, and corru pt the ballot was 
ev er before known in hu man his­ 
tory as the ballot corru pting mov e­ 
ment created and promoted by the 
New Deal. By v irtu e of this mov e­ 
ment the d epend ent v oters hold the 
balance of power in the nation. If 
the mov ement continu es to grow, in 
a v ery short while we will hav e a 
gov ernment of d epend ents for d e­ 
pend ents and by d epend ents. It will 
be the first d epend entocracy known 
to history .
